Examiner Amiri is thanked for the courtesies rendered during 
the telephone interviews of November 23, 24 and 27, 2004 and 
January 6 and 26, 2005 that were conducted with the undersigned* 

During the November interviews, the Examiner indicated that 
she was seeking authorization for an Examiner's amendment so that 
the subject matter of rejected claim 18 could be canceled and the 
subject matter of allowable claims 19 and 20 retained* The 
undersigned traversed the rejection of claim 18 for reasons of 
record, stating that her supervisor was wrong with respect to its 
rejection, but, to obtain a speedy allowance for the Applicant, 
keeping his options open for filing of a continuing application 
having claim 18, he authorized the cancellation of claim 19 with 
adding its wherein clause to claim 18 by Examiner's amendment. 

During the January interviews, on the 6th the Examiner called 
the undersigned to report that her supervisor said that there 
were problems with claim 19, and that an Advisory Action would be 
sent out unless claims 13-20 were canceled. The undersigned said 
to send out the Advisory, and that, because claim 18 should be 
allowed and claims 19 and 20 were allowable and repeatedly 
allowed over the art, the Applicant may now just appeal* Later 
on the 6th, the undersigned called the Examiner and submitted 
that an Advisory Action would be improper as there was then a new 
rejection of claim 19, with which the Examiner agreed, indicating 
that the undersigned should wait for a new paper. On the 26, the 
undersigned inquired about the new paper, and the Examiner said 
that it should be issued in the next couple of weeks from then. 

A copy of the contemporaneous notes of the interviews from 
the records of the undersigned is attached hereto. 

The undersigned has yet to receive the new paper. 

The Examiner's comment is invited.
